out their way before I lee them: So chat there is nothing ir- 
regular in the way of breeding of thefe Bees * But the con- 
tnvance|of God and Nature in it is very admirable. Having 
ftlut their yong ones in thofe Cels with fufficient provifion, 
they all, as well the uppertnoftas lowermoft, before Win- 
ter come to their full growth, or are turn'd into Nympha's; 
in which condition they are defigned to lye all Winter, as 
themoft of Infers do. The next Summer thofe rauft 
neceffarily be firft excited out of their torpor, and chan- 
ged intojftyers by the external heat and ayr, that lye next 
it. If any be laid fo late, that they have not time enough 
to come totheftate oiNympba's before Winter, they vvlll 
moft certainly dye :, and then it is no lofs nor inconveni- 
ence, though their Ceils be perforated.

A further Accompt of the Stellar Fifh; formerly defenbed in 
Numb. 57. p. 1153,- with the Addition of fame other C&- 
riojittes. 

THis Accompt was communicated by the fame Gen- 
tleman, that imparted the former, in a Letter writ- 
tenfrom Buftonm Nen England Oft, 26,1670. as followeth * 

Since 
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Since my former, I found out the Fiflier man, who 
brought that Stellar Fijh from Sea. I asked aii the queftu 
ons 1 could think needful concerning it, I underftood 
fromhim^ that he never faw nor heard of any but thofe 
few, that were taken by himfelf , which were not above 
fix or feven in alL> and thofe at feveral times, not far from 
the Shoals of Nantucket (which is an Ifland upon the Coaft 
of New England^} when he wasfithing for Cod, and fuch 
iike Marchantable fifli. This Stellar Fifh y when it was a* 
live, and firft pull'd out of the water, was like a basket, 
and had gathered it felf round like a Wicker-basket y ha* 
ving taken faft hold upon that bait on the hook, which 
he had funk down to the bottom to catch other Fifh, and 
having held that within the furrounding brachia , would 
not let it go,though drawn up into the Veffel ; until by ly- 
ing a while on the Deck , it fek fhc want of its natural E- 
lement,and then voluntarily it- extended it felf into th? flat 
round form 5 in which it. appear'd when prefented to your 

view. 

What motion thefe fifties had in the water, could not be 
known tohim,for the water wasdeep,& they could not be 
feen in any other form than fo gather'd up together to hold 
faft the bait, 1 he only ufe that could be difcern'd of all 
that curious compofure wherewith Nature had adorned it, 
feems to be, to make it as apurfenet to catch fomc other 
fi(h or any other thing fit for its food, and as a basket of 
ftore to keep fome of it for future fupply, or as a recepta* 
cle to preferve and defend the young ones of the fame 
kind from fifh of prey $ if not to feed on them alio 
(which appears probable the one or the other -, ) for that 
fometimes there were found pieces of Mackerel within 
that concave : And he told me, that once he caught one, 
which had within the hollow of its embraccments a very 
fraallfilhof the fame kind, together with fome piece or 
pieces of an other fifli, which was judged to be of a Mac* 
ketel* And that fmall one ('tis like) was kept either for 
its prefervation or for food to the greater ; but being a- 
Iive 5 it feems raoft likely it was there lodged forfafety^ 
except it were accidentally drawn within the net, toge- 
ther 
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ther with that piece of fi(h, upon which it might be then 
feeding. 

He told me farther, that every one of thofe fmalieft 
parts * had motion when it was a- 
live, and a tenacious ftrength i but Fj * jjj^j** 11 of thl1 
after it was dead and extended to a 
flat round y it- was fo bride that it could not be handled 
without breaking fomc parts of it i but by careful laying 
of it to dry^ it was thereby fomewhat hardened. 

He added, that he had taken one of this kind of fifh the 
latter end of this Summer 5 but had left it with a friend at a- 
nother port where he had been* Mean time he promifed to 
procure it for me when he fhould fail thither again, if it 
were not then broken or defaced. I hope I fhall en- 
gage him for the future to take better notice of what 
may be remarkable about it* Upon occafion I have 
ir. quired of divers other Fifhermen and Mariner$ 5 but can 
meet with none other that ever have taken any of thefe 
fiflies* This Fiflierman could not tell me of any name it 
hath,and *tis in all likelihood yet namelefs^betng not com- 
monly known as other Fifh are. But, until a fitter Engltjb 
name be found for it, why may it not be called (in regard 
of what hath been before mentioned of it ) a Basl^et-Ft/h, 
or a Net Fijh^ or a Purfimt-Fifh ? 

I fend you withal a litle Box 5 wtth a Curiofity in itywbich 
perhaps will be counted a triflle , yet 'tis rarely to be met 
with even here. It is the curioufly contrived Neft of a 
Hummingbird^, fo called from the MM ... ,
